Tho popular verdict is 
that the fraud waa completely exposed. 


A WITNESS CONFESSES. 


He Killed a Man While Crazed 


With Liquor. 


NOKTH YAKIMA, Wash., Octobers.— 


Early ID the morning of June 18th last 
Tejt Bagwell, a notorious gambler, waa 
shot in the back aod killed while going 
home. His murderer waa never die- 
covered, but Frank Lavergne, Omar 
Harvey and L. D. Joalyn were arrested 
-on complaint of Detective Willis. They 
•demanded separate trials, and La- 
Tergne's trial commenced today. Omar 
Harvey, one of the defendants, was 
called as a witness and made a full con- 
fession. He is 19 years old. He eaid 
that while crazed with liquor he waited 
in the shadow for Bagwell's approach 
and killed' him with a rifle previously 
handed him by Lavergne. Harvey eaid 
that Lavergne told him he had been of- 
fered $2000 by Mrs. Bagwell to put her 
husband out of the way, aad that La- 
vergne offered him half. He refused to 
c-ommit the crime until Lavergne made 
him drunk and thrust the ritle into bis 
hands. 


Dynamite Guns for San Francisco.

SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


A Santa Barbara Murderer De- 


clared Insane by Experts. 


SAN QUCKTIK, October 9.—Governor 


Markbam baa commuted to life impris- 
onment the sentence of Antone Vital, 
who waa to have been hanged in the 
penitentiary here on Friday nest for 
the murder of a Chinese wasiihouse 
keeper at Santa Barbara. Dr. A. C. 
Clark, superintendent of the Stockton 
insane asylum, and Dr. A. M. Gardner, 
superintendent of the Napa insane asy- 
lum, examined the prisoner and both 
pronounced Vital unquestionably insane. 
Gardner says he will probably continue 
insane as long as he hvea. In hia report 
to Warden Hale Dr. Gardner declared 
abonld the officials carry the execution 
into effect it would be nothing less than 
judicial murder. In accordance with the 
recommendationa of the doctors the 
death sentence has been commuted and 
Vital will be sent to an inaane asylum 
immediately. 


Japanese Capture Chee Foo. 


LOMDON, October 9.—A dispatch to 


the Times from 
Yohohama, dated 


Wednesday, repeats the report of the 
capture of Chee Foo and adda that the 
Japanese have landed troopa at Tara- 
scade, near Fort Arthur. A correspond- 
ent at Hongkong telegrapha under date 
of today that the Chinese have closed 
Foo Chow in preparation for a siege. A 
panic prevails at Pekin. 


SHANGHAI, October 0.—Under date of 


October 10th a correspondent at Tient- 
sin cables that 5000 Russian troops are 
posted on the Corea frontier facing the 
Japanese forces at Run Chun, nine 
miles north of the boundary.

that !=ailovcr its broad ei-paiifio, mid aft 
cr buffeting \vith its storms tho ships 
must go to their hospital for repairs. 
Phis hospital is tho drydock, aud the 
doctors itre tho army of carefnl work 
men who look over carefully ami repair 
every faulty seam, or broken rivet. 


Salt water is t&auiiig with parasites 


tf plant and animal Iifo that c!m« to 
ho bottoms of ships, eat slowly yet 
«im«ly through wood ami iron alike or 
rn^t it nway, white they act ;w a chock 
in tho speed by vastly increasing tho 
resistance and friction of tho watci 
[{,'iunst tho ship. 
Tbo "gixla of Use 


iomiri Kisu ovorjrvhcro" and pick ont 
earli weak sflim or fnnlty rivet r,n<l 
slowly and surely cut into the vitals of 
he ship, so that every fow months it 
«comes iioce-'Siiry to cxumiuo and re- 
pair tho vessel. To do this sho must 
coma out of tho •water. Tho clrydock ia 


ist ft great box of •wood, iron ami stone, 


couuecting with the, eoa by a great gato- 
rt'ay. When tho ship is ready to enter, 
;hc gato is&lrat and the water all pump- 
ed out; then tho workmen, with prac- 


firt skill, place tho blocks ut tho bot- 


tom of tho dock for tho keel to rest 
upon, tailing tho dimensions from the 
[iliins nurt drawings of the vessel. These 
in phux1, thu dock is flooded again, the 
r:ite opened, ami tho ship hauled ii 
The gato is now closed agniu, ami while 
tbo water is slowly pumpud oul mid tho 
•ship, settles down the dockers poll hei 
this way or that mitil elie rests evenly 
ou tho keel blocks. Thea shores, ui 
jeavy wooden beams, am braced from 
the Bidos of tho dock to tho aides of the 
ship, aud ns tho v/atcr is pumped away 
the ship stsuiila "high and dry," a vcr- 
itublo "flah out oE water," the bottom, 
which waa below tho •\v:itcr line, cover- 
ed with seaweeds and parasites that 
bide tho defects they have caused.

again flooded, the ship rises from her 
hospital bed, and tho woodeu supports 
are knocked away until shn floats ont ti 


again, "healthy aud strong," to 


battle with fbe wind and sea and tho 
enemies of the flag sho proudly fliea, 


When wood waa used almost exclu- 


sively iu building ships, a very easy anc 
convenient means •was found to protect 
the under water portions of the 
from tbe insidious attacks of bamaoles 
and parasites of plant und animal life. 
This was tlono by covering tho w 
bottom of the ehip with a plating o: 
thin copper, for tho galvauic action o: 
tho salt water upon tho copper waa to 
convert tho ship and sea iuto a vast bat 
tery, where the copper became the nega 
live polo and was slowly yet constant!; 
eaten away, tho particles, as they fel 
taking with them tho barnacles and sea 
weed as fast as they formed on tha 
ship, thus keeping the ship's hott-on 
and sides always clean, so that the Bpeet 
•was not cnt down by dragging tho bar 
naclcs and yards of seaweed through thi 
water. Yet even then the copper need 
erl repairs; faulty timbers rotted an 
crumbled away, BO that every few year 
the ship had to fjo into diydock and bo 
thoroughly overhauled, each fanlty ti 
her replaced, and, rusty bolt repaired nil 
til no lonpholo was loft for tbe sea tc 
work npon. 


But with the advent of iron in tbi 


building of ships tho old means failed 
for whore copper was placed over iron 
the iron became the negative pole of th 
great battery and was eaten away quick 
ly, riddliug tho bottom of tho ship with 
many leaks. Many device!! Were tried— 
the under water portions of tho vessel 
were covered with a waterproof layer o 
wood, which was then copprarcd aa be 
fore, but wherever there was any me 
(jillic connection between tho coppe 
and irou the whole force of tho batter, 
acted there, and holes were eaten in nn 
expected and inaccessible places, briug 
ing in an elomont of uncertainty and 
enforcing great caro in "sheathing" 
vcssola, as tho coating of wood is called 
and the ships still had to go more often 
than ever to the drydock. 


Then tho various methods of painting 


tho bottoms with protective paints havi 
bfHui tried and are used in all of thi 
cruisers of our navy. Tbn skill of hun 
drcds of chemists has been exerted, tc 
find a paint tbat would act ns the cop 
per does, and throw off tho barnacles ani 
seaweed. Great prizes have been offer 
ed, and a fortune awaits the successfu 
discoverer of such a coating for s 
yet so far iiono has been disovered tha 
nets completely, and tho iron and stec 
fihips which start from port with fresh 
ly painted sides and bottoms return in it 
few months coated with barnacles ani 
sea weed, which, 'as it trails in the wa 
ter, very materially cuts down the spew 
and power of the ship. Then she mus 
bo put in the dry dock and scrubbed oni 
(craped and repainted. Still worse than 
tho barnacles and, tho seaweed is th 
water itself when it finds an entrance, 
bo it ever so small, tlirough tho pain 
to tho steel below. Slowly but surely 
it rusts ont a little pit, which extend 
FOtiictimos almost through tho plate bo- 
fore tho paint ecalo drops off and din 
closes tbo defect, which can oven then 
only be seen by putting tho ahip in dry 
dock and examining every Bquaro foo 
of her Iwttom plating. 


This all shows how necessary it is for 


tbe ships to go to their "hospital" ani 
how carefnl her "doctors" should bo 
for millions of dollars worth of propeit 
and millions of priceless lives ero car 
ried every yew on these "messengers o 
tho sot." Tbe greatest docks in the 
world are those of the groat shipping 
tort of Liverpool—Washington Stan

labor, a builder of works, and in every 
sense of the word has been a irieud of 
those who labor, a benefactor of the 
public, and a leader in the development 
and progress of tbe.section of the coun- 
try where he has lived. He hae paid 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to his 
employes, and he never cut 
wa> 


never exacted an extra hour's work, 
never asked a wan to wait for his 
money after he had earned it, aud in 
every way he has been a public spirited 
man, hone?t, enterprising and progres- 
sive. Notwithstanding all this, he haa 
again and again been made the target of 
personal abu?e by those whom ho never 
injured, and by many to wlioiu ho had 
been a friend and benefactor. 


This is hut one application of a gen- 


eral principle that men are always ready 
to abuse the man who has been more 
successful than themselves. They seldom 
stop to question whether or not he ac- 
quired hia success honestly or dishon- 
estly. The very fact that be has risen 
above his surroundings is sufficient war 
rant for hia vilification. It ia so the 
world over. It has always been so eince 
Cain killed Abel through jealousy at 
Abel's success. It probably will always 
be BO, although it is to be hoped that a 
time will come in the future when 
broader conceptions of human rights 
will take the place of narrow and sense- 
less envy. 


A rich man is not necessarily a rascal. 


Some of the best men 
have 
been 


wealthy. Peabody used his millions to 
educate the rising generation of the 
Southern states. Lord Rosse and James 
Lick spent largely from their wealth to 
advance 
science. 
Rich 
men 
have 


founded and endowed 
most 
of tbe 


schools for higher education in this 
country. The great manufacturing es- 
tablishments are backed by money, and 
wealthy men supply the money. They 
do not do it for philantbropby's sake in 
the majority of cases, but tbe fact re- 
mains that the hundreds of thousands of 
people wbo live on employment given 
by factories, foundaries, railroads, large 
mines, lines of steamers and shipping, 
and by other concerns tbat rise to the 
dignity of great enterprise?, are the 
beneficiaries of business sagacity com- 
bined with larger capital. Destroy the 
men who are rich aud the laborer's em- 
ployment is gone. The very nature, 
woof and web of our nineteenth century 
civilization is built on large aggregations 
of capital, and this capital belongs to 
men who are successful 
as money 


makers. Some of these men are un- 
principled, selfish and mean. Eo are 
some of tho men wbo are. employed by 
tbeoi. There are mean poor men as 
well as mean rich men, and it is aa 
foolish to hate a man because he is rich 
as to abuse him because he is poor. 
The wealth or the poverty of a man does 
not make him good or bad. lie is that 
independently of what he dote or does 
not possess. 


There is a large class of people—a class 


made up of many subclasses—who are 
so unfortunately constituted that their 
energies are not EO largely devoted to 
efforts to better their own conditions as 
they are to palling down all wbo have 
surpassed them in wealth, socially, in- 
tellectually, or morally. They feel their 
lack of snccess bnt refuse to admit tbe 
real cause of it, yet their actions are a 
louder admission than any words conlH 
be. They want to saw all men off to 
the same length like cordwood, but be- 
ing unable to do so, they put in their 
time slandering and abusing all wbo 
are EUcceeeful, never stopping to aak ii 
those they bate are worthy or unworthy.

whose energy, intelligence and capital 
keepa the wheels of industry in motion, 
and to tbat extent contribute- to tbe bet- 
ter condition of tbe whole people. 


ARE THINKING ABOUT IT. 


A good many Democrats who do nol 


think exclusively with their mouths are 
wearing a very serious expression since 
they listened to Mr. Budd's speech in 
the operahouse Saturday night.

A good many 
of them are answering that question, 
too, and in a way that is unfavorable to 
the aspirations of Mr. Budd. They very 
rightly argue that a man who expects to 
get office arid hiKU honor by the tactics 
of a second-rate petifogger IB not the 
man for governor, A splendid reception 
was given Mr. Budd by the Democrats 
of Fresno county, but the creditable 
part of the affair began and ended with 
the parade, the red lights and the tin 
horns,

itable to himself nor the party. He 
would have gained votes by not mak- 
ing it.

FOR COUMTY SURVEYOR. 


Th* office of county surveyor i» oae o! 


the moet important. This may not 
•ecu to be the caae to thow not inti- 
mately acquainted with the work to be 
done. U must be accurate, thorough. 
and It miut be done with justice to all. 
The surveyor has it in his power to take 
from one man and give to another, or to 
take from all and give to the county, or 
from the county and give to them, and 
bid report in nearly all things ia final. 
Thus it ia of the greatest importance 
tbat the county surveyor should be a 
man competent to »io the work ami at 
the same time he should be capable of 
deciding justly between man and man. 


George L. Uoxie, tbe present incum- 


bent, and Republican nominee for re- 
election, has shown his sterling worth 
during the two yearn he haa been county 
surveyor. There is not an officer in 
Fresno county who works harder than 
be. Xot only is his office work heavy, 
but ho takes tho Held with hia theodo- 
lite, and he considers a day's work to 
last from daylight till dark, uphill and 
down, rain or ehine. He is a young 
man of energy and perseverance, and 
Fresno county may well feel a pride in 
his success. He was born at Millerton 
in 1S64, and has spent the most of his 
ife ho re, except a time at school in 
Massachusetts. He learned civil en- 
gineering under the best practical teach- 
ers, and largely by practical experience 


The best proot of a man's qualifica- 


tions is not what bo promises to do, but 
what be has done. The county survey- 
or's office, since Mr. Hoxie took charge, 
has been carefully and intelligently 
kept. He haa brought about three re- 
forms that deserve special mention, and 
any one of which would boa good record 
for one term. When he went into of- 
fice it was; and had been the custom to 
file deeds for rights of way for roads in 
the recorder's office just ai the came, 
and without any particular investiga- 
tion as to the laud actually conveyed by 
each deed. The county pays 43 to the 
man wbo gives each right of way and 
makes a deed for it. When Mr. Hoxie 
came i nto office he d iecovered that ma ny 
void deeds were being filed. Men who 
did not own the land at all (rave deeds 
for rights ol way, and collected $3. In 
one instance it was found that five di f- 
ferent men had deeded the eame right 
of way to the county and collected thei r 
$3 each. Four of the deeds were worth- 
less. The making of deeds for rights of 
way was a lucrative business, and it 
was next to impossible to find in the re- 
corder's office a correct abstract of title 
tor some of the rights of way. 


Mr. Hoxie changed all this at one 


move. All deeda for rights of way now 
must pasa through his ofiice. Those 
which are correct, he paaaea; those 
iot correct, go back to the makers. He 
keeps a deed book for rights of way, 
and by this reform, he has saved th e 
county hundreds of dollars and great 
confusion. On one road alone he saved 
the county $500 by showing that the 
county already owned the right of way 
.t waa about to buy over again. This is 
iust what a county surveyor is for, and 
lerein lies the difference between a 
competent and an incompetent one. 


Another important reform inaugu- 


rated by Mr. Hoxie was the keeping of 
a road calendar in hia office, containing 
a full record of all the supervisors do 
with regard to roads. This contains a 
complete history of every road from the 
time it was first petitioned for till the 
present. Tbia was never done before In 
this county. The supervisors, of conrse, 
kept the record of roads scattered here 
and there through all their proceedings, 
but it was a hard matter to find and fol- 
ow the proceedings in any particular 
road. Mr. Hoxie has all this in neat 
and compact form. 


Another very important reform, from 
he standpoint of cost, has been made 
by the present surveyor. 
The old 


method was to send half a dozen men 
with him when he went to survey a 
road, two of whom were "viewers." 
They had nothing else to do but ride 
along and make their report. 
Mr. 


Hoxie haa abolished that-article of lux- 
ury. He selects two chain, carriers who 
have sufficient intelligence to do the 
viewing alno, and they do both, and with 
only the pay of chain carriers. He gets 
along with never more than four men, 
and usually three, whereas the former 
custom was to take six. This is a saving 
to the county of ifi a day for the moat of 
tbe year. 


The amount of work done by Mr. 


Uoxie -has been enormous, probably 
nearly double that of any other county 
surveyor preceding him. He has done 
some exceptionally fine work. 
The 


Sequoia road is a sample. It waa built 
by contract, at his recommendation, and 
waa constructed for nearly $8000 less 
than if done by day's work. Mr. Hoxie 
always recommends tbat :oad construc- 
tion be done by contract. Other roads 
surveyed by Mr. Hoxie, which deserve 
mention on accointof their importance, 
are tbe Morgan road, beyond Big Sandy; 
the Jennings road, on Fine Ridge; the 
Tivy and Lover Mill creek roads. 


Mr. Hoxie, as a candidate for re- 


election, stands squarely on his record 
during the two years he has held the 
office. His work haa been satisfactory. 
Ho hag never bad one of hia recom- 
mendations for damages in right of way 
condemnations lowered by the super- 
visors. No road he haa ever surveyed 
for the county is in di< putc as to lines. 
He always aims at accuracy aad justice, 
and he is an officer whom the people of 
Fresno county nee'd just where he ig, 
and he ia ready to serve them in the 
future as faithfully as in tbe past. 


THE Democratic newspapers have un- 


dertaken a hopeless task when ttiey at- 
tempt to make the people believe that 
Congressman Bowcra has not honestly 
and earnestly voiced the will of the peo- 
ple of this district on the various issues 
which have come before the house of 
representatives. The people have been 
taking great interest in watching the 
course of their representative, and they 
cannot be easily deceived. No member 
of congress who was not thoroughly in- 
dependent of tho influence of the cor- 
porations and of political cabals could 
have taken the couree which Congress* 
man Bowers has on the funding bill,

The Democratic candidate for gov- 


ernor should feel highly complimented 
by the big parade given in bis honor last 
night. While there were not- an un- 
usual number of voters in line, tho dis- 
play was alike creditable to the extra- 
ordinary and untiring efforts put forth 
by the central committee and the popu- 
larity of the candidate with that ele- 
ment in the party which takes delight 
in the noise and excitement, the red fire 
and tin horns of a political parade. 


It ia safe to cay that had the first

Jackson Temple, been the nominee for 
governor, that last night's demonstra- 
tion would have been materially smaller 
than it wae. Not bat that Judge Tem- 
ple would have received more votes than 
will, Mr. liudd, bat that the quiet and 
strictly intellectual men of his class do 
not arouse the enthusiasm of the noisy 
and • demonstrative element in a po- 
litical party. While men of the mature 
thought, the dignity and sterling char- 
acter of Judge Temple, for instance, are 
pre-eminently fitted to fill the position 
of chief executive of the state, they do 
not appeal to the horn-blowera and 
torch-bearers as do younger men and 
"devilish good fellows" of the clasa to 
which Jim Build belongs. Aa a rule 
they are much safer men to entrust with 
the governorship of a state, but in the 
nature of things they do not arouse the 
enthusiasm of people who habitually 
express their sentiments ia 
political 


parades. 


For the parade last night, such ae it 


was, the credit ia due to the efforts of 
the committee and the popularity of Mr. 
Budd among political whoopers-up. It 
haa very little significance indeed when 
i t comes to the serious matter of voting 
on the 6th of November. 


TUB Expositor iu last night's issue re- 


news its unfounded attack upon Mayor 
Clark of Stockton, the Republican nomi- 
nee for railroad commissioner, and with- 
out offering a cintilla of proof repeats 
its scurrilous charge of the night before.

The First National Bank in this 


place hat paid out since September 1st 
about $110,000 to the sugar beet grower* 
of Chino and the employes of the sugar 
factory. This turn is for beets delivered 
at the factory during tbe month of Au- 
gust ami for the wages oi the factory 
employes during the present month. 
Few people realize the importance of the 
beet sugar industry to this section of the 
country and the large amount of uiouey 
which U puts into circulation here. 
What would Chino be without her beet 
fields and her sugar factory? A fertile 
valley with a few inhabitants and little 
industrial activity. Think of puttim; 
over $110.000 into circulation in a com- 
munity of tbe size of Chino in one 
month, and than consider that opera- 
tion repeated for several months, and a 
person can form some conception of the 
value to Chino and the eur round ing 
country of tho beet sugar industry. 
From $300,000 to $400,000 a year is paid 
out to the sugar beet growers of Chino 
and vicinity, and all the neighboring 
towns feel the benificent effects of it. 
There ia probably no agricultural com- 
munity in the United States of its size 
that is making so much money and hav- 
ing BO great prosperity as Chino.—Po- 
mona Progress. 


The people who believe that itiaa 


a wrong policy to entourage the devel- 
opment of a home industry like that of 
sugar production, at a slight cost to the 
taxpayers and a great saving to the con- 
sumers of sugar, have a very narrow 
idea of what should constitute tbe pol- 
icy of a government in promoting the 
material welfare of tbe country. 


With vaet bodies of agricultural land 


furnishing a meager 
subsistence to 


farmers engaged in raising wheat and 
other cereals, what could possibly be 
more advantageous to the country aa a 
whole than the upbuilding of an in- 
dustry which would put a portion of 
tbia land to a more profitable use, de- 
creasing the output of grain and sup- 
plying from our own soil and with our 
own labor, a commodity now drawn 
from foreign sltorea? leaving out of 
consideration the local prosperity to be 
brought about in localities adapted to 
sugar production, of which Chino fur- 
nishes a living example, there can be no 
question of the general and widespread 
benefits of a policy which encourages 
and fosters the production upon our 
shores of everything to which our soi 
and climate are adapted, to the full ex- 
tent, at least, of the capacity of our 
home market. 


No one, certainly, can read of the 


conditions prevailing at Chino without 
wishing that other localities might share 
directly in that prosperity, and without 
admiting the wisdom of the 
policy 


which has brought thia industry into 
existence. Although the policy of the 
new tariff will be less beneficial to this 
new industry, und will unavoidably re- 
sult in increasing the coat of sugar to 
consumers, even that expensive method 
of encouragement will not be considered 
too great a price to pay for the promo- 
tion of an industry eo full of promise to 
the agricultural interests of the country, 
depressed as they are bj' adverse con- 
ditions. What has been done in Chino 
can be done in Freano and other locali- 
ties in California adapted to the produc- 
tion of the sugar beet.

The full board of supervisors wta 


present yesterday, aud the first bueim 
waa of a character to be transacted 
executive seaaion and iu the open air at 
that. Tbe proceeding was tbe burning 
of 346 coyote scalps in a furnace con- 
structed in the vicinity ol tbe old tank 
at tbe rear of tbo court bouse building. 
The QBual warrants were drawn in favor 
of the men who had brought the scalps, 
after the packages had been opened and 
the iCAlps identified. Tho highest score 
falls to W.J. Tyson, whose 107 ecalpa 
will net him quite a nice little eum o! 
money, oveu after tbe warrant shaver 
has got in bis work. 
Tbe next circus that comes this way 


will find it a hard matter to cheat the 
county out of $400, aa the last one did, 


The county ordinance fixes the circus 


license at |3 0 for each performance, 
aud the aide-show license at £?o. In 
addition to this there ia a city license of 
(50. The money was promptly paid for 
tbe afternoon 
performance, but the 


evening show went nntaxed. Tax Col- 
lector Uuaid and City Marshal Mor- 
gan nere at tbe tent ready to collect for 
tbe second performance, to be given in 
the 
evening. The circus managers, 


however, kept at leaai one acrobat iu tbe 
ring from tbo end of the morning per- 
formance to thu beginning of the even- 
ing one, thus making really but one per- 
formance. 


To prevent any recurrence of thia 


game the supervisors have caused a new 
ordinance, No. 57, to bo drafted, of 
which the following are tbe provisions: 


Section IL of ordinance 51 entitled an 


ordinance establishing and fixing rates 
of licenses for tho county of Fresno is 
amended to read as follows: 
"The 


managers or agents or owners of every 
travelling exhibition or entertainmeat 
shall pay a license tax as follows: 
for 


every exhibition of a caravan or menag- 
erie or collection of animals not included 
in or with a circus $!it)0. For each ex- 
hibitiou of a circus not included or com- 
bined with a menagerie or collection of 
animals $300. For each exhibition of a 
circus included or combined with a 
menagerie or collection of animals $600. 
Such exhibition shall be construed'tobs 
included or combined wheu either tbe 
circus or tbe collection of animals is an 
advertisement or attraction to the other, 
or ts managed, owned or controlled by 
the same persons or corporation, or is 
exhibited on the same diites, at the 
same place and whether exhibited on 
the same dates at the same places and 
whether exhibited under the same or 
aeparate canvasses or roofa, and an ex- 
hibition in tbe day time shall be con- 
strued to be one exhibition aud an ex- 
hibition after dark on the same day 
shall be construed to be another exhibi- 
tion. 


"For every side show to a circua or 


menagerie where a separate admission 
fee ifl charged, $25. 


Tbe supervisors are a^so considering 


tbe advisability of drafting an amended 
ordinance iu reference to the amount to 
be paid for saloon licenses. Tbe matter 
waa brought up yesterday, but Mr. 
Butler pointed out that tbe board had 
already passed a resolution postponing 
all liquor license matters fur a mouth, 
and on motion of Mr. Sayre the consid- 
eration of the matter waa postponed. 


Tbe following are the essential fea- 


tures of the new regulations aa pro- 
posed : There are declared to be four 
grades or classes of saloons; first, those 
making sales to the amount of $10,000 a 
month average; second,those making 
sales to the amount of $5000 monthly 
and not exceeding $10,000; third, those 
making sales of less than $50,0 per 
month; fourth, wayside inns where a 
watering trough is kept for the con- 
veuience of the public, aud not situate 
within a short distance of a city or 
town. The license fee will be propor- 
tioned to the above sales, No. 4 being 
the lowest, and subject to a license of 
only $15 a quarter. 
h. Tho receiving and opening of bide for 
printing the great register, aa adver- 
tised for, was made tbe order of the day 


. for 2 p.m. When tbe hour arrived 
there waa no quorum, and it was not 
'till 3 o'clock tbat the full board waa 
present. 


J. W. Ferguson of tbe Expositor rose 


to protest against tbe openiug of the 
bids. lie said that the contract tor 
printing the great register had been 
given to the Expositor by the county 
clerk, and the proprietors of that paper 
had already incurred expense in prepar- 
ing for its publication. As for the rates, 
tho board waa bound by the schedule 
tired after a conference with the print- 
ers and publishers of tbe newspapers on 
October 28ih of last year. He said that 
at any rate there was an implied con- 
tract,. 


Attorney E.D. Edwards spoke iu sup- 


port of Mr. Ferguson's contention. 


Chairman Letcber thought the proper 


thing to do would be to open the bids 
nnd then discuss the matter. 


To this Mr. Ferguson strenuously ob- 


jected and gave what be considered to 
be the law on the case. 


District- Attorney Church, who waa

The case did 
net seem to be made much clearer to 
the chairman and other members and 
finally Mr. Church was requested to re- 
duce the opinion to writing at hia 
earlieat'convenience.

Figure* and Estimates on the Cost 


of Freight, 


From the am Frandico Examiner. 


If there are any who doubt the Talue 


of the San Joaquin Valley railroad to 
San Frann$co a brief inquiry into tbe 
present conditions of transportation 
will convince them of its importance to 
the commerce of the port. It will give 
the city the benefit of the cea route, and 
end for the San Joaquin valley the sys- 
tem cf ratea that has forced shippers to 
give the railroad tbe long over land haul. 


Under the present schedules it costs 


more to tend goods from San Francisco 
to the upper half of the San Joaquin 
valley than to bring the same goods by 
sea from New York or Europe. It costs 
$11 a ton to get goods by steamer from 
New York to &m Francisco. It costs

iring iron from New York to San Fran- 
cisco. It costs $16 40 a ton in carload 
lota to get tbe same iron from San Fran-

It costs within a 


few cents of as much to get a carload of 
wine from Fresno to San Francisco aa to 
Bend the same carload from San Fran- 
cisco to New York, aud tbe railroad 
charges twice aa iuucb for carrying a 
carload of wine from Frceno to New 
York ae from San Francisco to New 
York. 


These are samples of tbe whole sched- 


ule of rates. That schedule is framed 
with the design oi abutting tbe in- 
terior from tbe benefit of tbe sea car- 
riage and of sending all freight by tbe 
overland lines. It baa succeeded in this 
design EO far tbat tbe California towns 
in the upper parts oi tbe Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys, and all Cali- 
fornia towns away from the coast and 
tbe rivers, mfcht be a tbrou=and miles 
from tbe Pacific for all tbe good they 
have from it aa a carrier of freights. 


The open water route insures cheap 


'nights between San Francisco and the 
East. The overland roada can never 
compete with it on goods tbat do not re- 
quire prompt delivery. It needs but 
cheap transportation to tbe interior to 
live San Francisco the markets on this 
aide of the itouky mountains, and far to 
,he north and south,

'resno Hebrews Observe the Day 


of Atonement. 


At sundown yesterday the Hebrewsof 
'resno closed a fast observed with even 
nore rigor than certain Christian sects 
Be in Lent.

nd important holiday known to the 
ewish faith. It lasted exactly twenty- 
our hours, from sunset of one day till 
unset of the next, the Oriental day

nd tbe moraine were the first day." 
Tbe Jews call thia solemn occasion 


Yom Kippnr. H occurs ten days after 
tbe Hebrew New Year's day, known as 
Roeh Ha Shono. Tuere is a rabbinical 
tradition that the Lord sits in judgment 
over the whole human race from Rnsh 
Ha Shono till Yom Kippnr, but on the 
last day the judgement for each indi- 
vidual ia either reversed, altered or con- 
firmed beyond recall. Whoever haa 
not repented or returned to the Lord 
on or before YomKipnur.thqatonement 
day, ia forever lost. The interval be- 
tween Rosh Ha Sliono, and Yom Kip- 
pur is devoted by all good Hebrews to 
penitence and prayer.

SUNDAY CLOSING. 


THE CITY TRUSTEES TO BE PE- 


TITIONED. 


No Further Efforts to be Made With 


tho Supervisors—The Prob- 


able Outcome. 


The search for the sharpera who so 


successfully buncoed L. N. Fincher for 
$155 haa so far proved unavailing. Tbe

It is learned that the advocates ol 


Sunday closing of saloons in this city 
have-within the last few days effected 
an entire change of base, and will com- 
mence a 'new campaign on altogether 
different lines from tbose adopted last 
summer. 


In that campaign certain methods 


were adopted, among them a system of 
espionage, which even the most staunch 
opponents of Sunday liquor dealing now 
admit to be unwiee and un-Americi 
Moreover, the necessity for such action 
is scarcely liable to arise if the plan of 
campaign already mapped out is carried 
into effect. 


It will be necessary tn glance for a 


moment at the recent history of tbe 
liquor question in Fresno city to under- 
stand why the change of baeo has becu 
made, and why the auti-saloon element 
have decided to bring pressure on the 
city trustees and to ignore tbe supervis- 
ors altogether for the present. 


The board of euperviEora on October 


18th of last year passed ordinance No. 
52, which among other things prohibit- 
ed the sale of intoxicating liquor after 
certain hours of the night and on Sun- 
days. The application of tbe Sunday 
closing clause was equivalent to making 
police regulations for tbe city of Fresno, 
and tbe aupreme court has recently de- 
cided that the supervisors of a county 
cannot make police regulations for an 
incorporated city. 


The two special casea affecting the 


issue between the saloon keepera and 
the supervisors have both been ruled on 
adversely to the supervisors. 
In tbe 


one instance George Scherrer, a San 
Jose saloon keeper, recently arrested for 
violating the ordinance passed by the 
Board of Supervisors of Santa Clara 
county, was ordered released by the su- 
preme court, to which he had appealed 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 


Thia decision waa in conformity with 


another just previously made hy the su- 
preme court in the case of one Roach, 
a saloon keeper of Han ford, who was ar- 
rested for violating an order of tbe 
Kings county supervisors. This order 
prohibited the eale of iutoxicauts be- 
tween 10 p.m. and 5 a.m. Roach con- 
tended that since he held a license 
granted by tbe incorporated town of 
llanford the order of tbe supervisors 
must be inoperative. Iu other words, tbe 
contention was that the auocrviaors have 
no police power within the limits of an 
incorporated town or city and tbe su- 
preme court upholds this contention. 
By tbe state constitution equal power is 
given tbe town and county governments, 
and it ia held that one may not conflict 
with tbe other in matters of police regu- 
lations, 


Tbe court says: "By tbe organiza- 


tion of the city within the boundaries 
of the county tbe territory thus organ- 
ized is drawn from the legislative con- 
trol of tbe county upon tbo designated 
subjects, and placed nnder the legisla- 
tive control of its own council, aud the 
principle of local government, which 
pervades the entire instrument, ia con- 
vincing of the intention to withdraw tbe 
city from the control of tbe county and 
to deprive the county of any power to 
annul or supersede the regulations of 
the city upon the subjects which have 
been confided to its control." 


Although the supervisors have not for- 


mally recognized this ruling, since tbe 
text haa not come officially before them, 
they have practically thrown up the 
sponge by postponing indefinitely con- 
sideration of liquor license petitions. 
This is equivalent at all events to an aban- 
donment of the prosecution instigated 
against sixteen local saloon keepera for 
selling liquor without a license, and it 
also establishes the proposition that 
there are not likely to bo any prosecu- 
tions by the board aa a whole under the 
Sunday closing ordinance. Mr. Butler 
has pot receded from bis position on 
tbia issue, and Mr. tiayre's vote would 
be iii tbe same direction, namely of 
enforcing the ordinance, but the three 
other members of tbe board have de- 
clared in unmistakable terms tbat they 
will not waste any more money in liquor 
license prosecutions. 


As a natural result of the decision of 


tbe supreme court it matters nothing 
to the anti-liquor people now whether 
every member of the Board of Super- 
visors be a Prohibitionist or a liquor 
tolerntioniata; and a strong factor in 
Mr. liutler's campaign for re-election aa 
supervisor is thus removed. 


The Prohibitionist are not alone in 


tbe new move which is now being made 
to close up the saloons in tbe city of 
Fresno ou Sundays. They have tbe 
entire temperance element behind them, 
and the numerous citizens who, wbile 
not opposed to the moderate use of 
liquor, are decidedly in favor of a quiet 
Sunday and the withdrawal of all at- 
tractions to the hoodlum element to 
crowd into town on the dav of rest. It 
seems probable froin inquiry tbat the 
petition which will be presented to tbe 
CityTrr-steeswill be signed by not fewer 
than 1000 reputable male residents of 
Fresno, tbe majority of them taxpayers 
and citizens of the United States. 


The promoters of the movement have 


been carefully measuring their chances 
and they find very nearly tbe eamo 
numerical problem presented aa on tbe 
JJoard of Supervisors. Tbat is to say 
that there are five members of tbe 
Board of Trustees, two whom, Adams 
and Harrington, are likely to oppose 
Sunday closing; two. Church and Cray- 
croft, to favor it, and one, Joseph Spin- 
ney, who is liable to vote either way. It 
will be seen how ci jsely this grouping of 
the members resembles that which oc- 
curred on the Board of Supervisors 
when the same issue was discussed. 
The Sunday closing people claim tbat 
they have a good show for bringing Mr. 
Spinney over to their views. 


The Prohibitionists and temperance 


agitators of Fresno have also been con- 
sidering tbe same proposition which is 
now being discussed by their fellow 
thinkers in Santa Cruz county. 
The 


latter have been asking tbe supervisora 
of that county for months to submit 
them\tterof closing tbe saloons alto- 
gether 
to a 
popular vote. This is 


an application of the local option 
proposition, but tbe success of such 
a measure is not considered as assured 
nnder present conditions by those who 
hope for the beat results from the city 
trustees. It is felt that if tbe Sunday 
closing of saloons could be assured in 
Freano they would be willing to let tbe 
question of prohibition take ita chances 
at eooie time in tbe future.

The scene within the Barton Opera 


house as the hour of S drew near, was 
equally inspiring aa on tbe

sion when Mr. Estee addreaaed the 
voters two weeks ago. There was a 
large number of ladies in summer 
robes of white, and the beat class 
of citizens were represented, irrespect- 
ive of party. Three of the proscenium 
boxes were occupied by tho Republican 
central committee, the city trustees, the 
Populist central committee, and in a 
lower box Superintendent Frazier of the 
Southern Pacific railroad, sat with Mrs. 
Frazier. About 1' 0 gent'emen were ac- 
commodated in the Beats on the stage. 


Dr. W. T. Maupio called the meeting 


to order, and introduced John McMal- 
lin as chairman. The latter, after a 
few remarks, introduced W. T. Jeter of 
San Jose, Democratic nominee for 
lieutenant governor. 


Mr. Jeter was well received, though 


he disappointed hia hearers in the mat- 
ter of his speech. He made one point 
when he spoke of the Fresno and Mon- 
terey railroad, which would bring the 
two cities so much nearer together, and 
which would assuredly be extended to 
Santa Grnz because it could never stop 
at Monterey.

Democratic. 


After the applause which followed the 


closing of Mr. Bndd'a speech had partly 
subsided, Mr. French, the Prohibition 
candidate for governor, was introduced, 


is well known in Fresno, having 


iecn here several times in the past, once 
or several days attending the state 
JrohibitioniBi convention. He is an en- 
tertaining speaker, and can bc!d an au- 
dience til! the last. 


It was unfortunate for him that he 


ollowed Mr. Budd, for he bed become 
so enthused with tho ideas which Mr. 
iudd advanced, that hia own speech 
vas so strongly flowered with sympathy 
or the Democrat party that, except for 
a few sentences, he would have been 
aken for a Democratic speaker. Four 
imes in his speech he referred to bis 
opponent as "Governor Budd,"andas 
many times spoke of Mr. Estee with 
scarcely the respect which one would 
ook for on such an occasion.

was meager, but be mnde some very 
good points, especially in rnattera of 
statistics, showing the cos', harm and 
suffering due to intemperance.

sons had been brought back a great dis- 
tance on trivial charges which were not 
sustained in tho justices' court. Mr. 
Ohurch paid he told Hit! he was not 
willing to grant this permit without 
knowing what the complaint was, and 
whether or not there were any grounds 
for the arrest. He added that in this 
case he was not sufficiently advised to 
grant this permit, but that probably 
under the law, if the officers knew that 
they had A good case to be sustained by 
the courts, they could take the chances 
of going without such permit; but in 
this case the officer did not even know 
where he desired to go for the prisoner, 
and so was refused the usual permit in 
such cases. 


The piling up of billa against the 


county by constables and others is riot 
the only matter of the kind on which 
the attention of the supervisors is being 
tixed. The chances arc that the auditor 
may be enjoined from paying the sala- 
ries of Judge Hohned and County Clerk 
Shepherd. The former baa been absent 
from duty almost entirely for nearly 
four months, and Mr. Shepherd for 
three inontna. In this connection the 
amount of attendance Clerk Shepherd 
has put in may be closely investigated.

A Blatter of Great Importance to 


the Western Country. 


The next session ol the 


•ippl Commercial congress will convene 
in SU Louis, on invitation of the mer- 
chants' eiclouge of that city, ou Mou- 
day, November 26,1&94, and will prob- 
ably continue four days. Tbis date has 
been selected with the special view ol 
securing tlie attendance of western 
members of the United States congress 
en route to Washington for the reassem- 
bling of that body. 


The territory embraced in the repre- 


sentation to the congress includes all 
tidttij and ternloriei> lying weat of the 
Mississippi river, and those email por- 
tions of Ixmisianaand Minnesota which 
lie east of it. 


The object of the congress is to dis- 


cuss all questions affecting the interests 
of tlie jHtople in the foregoing territory, 
which may be the subject of legislation 
by the United States congress, and to 
express to it, through resolutions and 
otherwise, thft sentiments of the west- 
ern people. It \\ill also endeavor to 
take such Kteps for the presentation of 
those resolutions to that body as will 
coin man J it£ attention and action. 


While auy euch question may prop- 


erly he brought forward for discussion, 
among tlioee which are most likely to he 
prominent are: The remonetization 
Df silver, irrigation of arid and other 
lands, the disposition of Indian and 
public lands, the Nicaragua canal, a 
national bankruptiaw, the improvement 
of western rivers and harbors, anti- 
option legislation, mining laws, admis- 
sion of territories to statehood. 


The governor of each state and terri- 


tory may appoint teu delegates. 


bach county ia entitled to one dele- 


gate, to be appointed by ita commission- 
rs or judges. 
The mayor of each city may appoint 


one delegate, and an additional dele- 
gate for every 10,000 population, pro- 
vided, however, tliat not more than ten 
delegates shall be thus appointed from 
any ontt city. 


Each commercial body or business 


irganization may appoint three dele- 
gates, and one additional delegate for 
each 100 members. 


Ex-presidents of the congress, gov- 


ornora of states or territories west of 
:,he Mississippi river, and all members 
of the Uiiitud States congress are ex- 
officio delegates, with all the privileges 
of appointed delegate?, except those of 
voting and election to ollice. 


RORK ON ANARCHISTS. 


He Is an Expert, and There Are 


Lots of Them Here. 


The San Francisco Chronicle makes 


lie- following report of a Populist meet- 
ng held in San Francisco hist Friday 
light: 


M. V. Rork, tlie blackboard orator, 


was the chief speaker. If Mr. Itork ilid 
not have a blackboard and oludk handy 
when hti talks the probability is that ho 
would not be an orator.

Ilia eraser is iu such constant UEO that 
an auditor needs a quick brain to follow 
him. At one fell an-pll swoop he de- 
molishes many billions of dullard, and 
then he goes on demonstrating why 
money ia scarce. 


Mr. Kork replied to tho allegation 


that anarchists, socialists and uthur 
cranks drift to the Populist party. 


"Most men are ignoramuses who talk 


ibout anarchy," he sstid. "Anarchy 
mcaus without government. The Arabs 
are anarchists. 
They don't throw 


bombs. If you como across a well- 
schooled anarchist don't pick him up 
for H fool. H you do, you'll drop him 
mighty quick. There ia a lot of them 
over at Mendota. They are writing a 
book about anarchy. They wanted me 
to stay there and offered me a large sal- 
ary to straighten the book out and. get it 
ready for publication, People say an- 
archists throw born be.

to the speeches 


lusical selections were contributed by 
ie Easton brass band, by a local chorus 
f vocalists, and by the Fresno Male 
quartet. G. W. Wyllie, F, J. Hall, T. C. 
illicit and W. W. Wbarton. 
Rev. Mr. Martin, after apologizing for 


_ very obvious hoarseness, plunged into 
lia theme of the relations of Populism 
nd Prohibition with very little hesita- 
on or introduction. Aa Mr. Martin 
was prominently mentioned as a candi- 
date for state senator in the Populist 
onvention, hia revelations of the true 
uwardnuss of that convention came 
rom one who knew whereof he spoke, 
ind the Populists followed him witli 
manifest anxiety, especially when he 
»as applauded, aa frequently happened, 
t was a mixed audience, the represeuta- 
ivea of the four parties being probably 
about equally represented. 


Mr. Martin explained hia position by 
aying that for twelve years he had ad- 
tered to the cause of prohibition. He 
ook part in the Populist convention be- 
ause the denunciation by the Populists 
jf tlie oppression of the masses of the 
ieople by the money power enlisted hia 
ympathy. These feelings are still in 
iis breast, but he explained at the time 
hat ho took part in the convention that 
he would never surrender his freedom 
.s a man. There were two things in 
chioh the Populists bad disappointed 
lim. One was in the clase of men they 
lave shown a disposition to court; 
men like Coiey and the tram wrecker 
Cnos, He charged the Populists with 
sowardico, in failing to deal with the 
iquor question in their convention for 
ear of losing votes. 
He further ob- 


ected to the rank political trickery 
hown in the convention. 
The speaker said he utterly failed to 


mderatand with what consistency tho 
JopuliBta could advocate anarchy, as 
vinced by their espousal of the cause 
f such men aa Coxey and Knor. He 
.new that even intelligent men some- 
imes confounded socialism and an- 
rchy, much as these terras differed in 
pplieation, but ho claimed that if there 
a anything in the world to which Popu- 
sm, as he uuderstood the word, is op- 
osed, it is anarchy. Populism, or as- 
ociation, aims at extending government 
ontrol; anarchy means the overthrow 
f a l l government. He gave it an his 
pinion that the banking system of the 
onntry abould be in the hands of the 
overnment and that the "unearned in- 
rement," as ebown in the caae of men 
rowing euudenly rich by selling town 
tB, should be restored to the people. 
He said that to compare Populism 


with anarchy was like comparing light 
with darkness, yet Populists have invit- 
ed the comparison by espousing the 
ause o! anarchists and even indorsing 
hern for office, as in the case of Knox, 
rho has been nominated for sheriff .of 
rolo county at Woodland. 
After referring at pome length to the 
vils of the liquor habit, and (he neces- 
ity of repressive legislation Mr. Martin 
laimed that one Populist, when asked 


why they did not make liquor prohibi- 


ion a plank in the platform, replied 
hat if they did they would not get two 
otes in the, county, but they would re- 
laud it to the people. 
Tb.ua they 


.'anted to gain tbe appearance of men 
pposed to prohibition while wanting to 
atch tbe Prohibition vote. "There are 
no true reformers," Raid Mr. Martin 
'in men of that class. The men wht 
make reformations are down on al 
ipecies of corruption, and it is admittec 
bat tbe liquor business ia the moat cor 
•upt and depraved thing on earth." 


If the issue were one involving mere 


choice between tho principles of Popul- 
Bin and Prohibition he would for tbo 
present take the part of the Prohibition 
Bts. But he intended to vote for a few 
men on the Populist ticket who seemed 
represent the beat eide. Rut he wante< 
it clearly understood that he would 
never vote what is vulgarly called a 
"yellow dog" ticket. In advocating 
the cauee of Prohibition h« waa no 
abandoning tbe principles of Populism 
The platform of the Prohibitionists con 
tains all tbe fundamental and valuabl 
principles of Populism. 
In being 


Prohibitionist he waa still a Populie 
and something more.

endorsement of Mr. Butler's candidac

Rules Which Inspectors Will Strict 


ly Enforce. 


A circular letter baa been sent out b 


Raisin Inspector T. C. White, layin 
down rules for sorting and inspectio 
raisins under the authority of the Stal 
of California Raisin Growers' and Pack 
era* company. Growers as well as pi 
ers will tind eomething of interest i 
these rules: 


All three and four-crown grades, 


ing an excess of under cured berrie 
must be sorted over and the sai( 
under cured berries removed therefrom 


The two-crown grade having an ex 


ceas of aour, burned berries, produce 
by being picked too green, shield h 
run through tbe grader a second tim 
so aa to separate the burned berrie 
from those which are otherwise in prim 
condition. 


AH seedless muscatella must be ru 


through tbo grader a second time, so a 
to separate all trash and largo eeede 
berries therefrom. 


All grades having an excess of ove 


cured berries must he boxed, or sackc 
and branded as loose Muscatel la. 


All boxes, sacks, barrels or packag

It ia 
quite evident to us that the car had 
been shipped and billed at combination 
prices and that the parties had made a 
draft against the bill of lading for the 
full amount, and had instructed their 
agent to draw back on them for a suffi- 
cient amount to leave the advance about 
two-thirds of the valuation. This was 
done in September, and we do not tit'all 
doubt that nearly every other packing 
company in the combination had done 
soiaesuch thing. From what we have 
seen wo can gather the following: That 
the complexion of the board is suchthat 
it is possible for certain people to go 
ahead and do certain things which are 
in direct violation of the true intent and 
meaning oi the association, and then 
by the power which they have, get a 
resolution passed by the 
board of 


directors of tbe State of California 
Raisin Growers' and Packers' Company 
legalizing what they had already done. 


On September lOih our representative 


on the board was instructed to place be- 
fore the hoard the following resolution, 
which was, by tbe president of the 
board, ruled out of order:

I'ero as worthless as so many bits of 
japer. 
But these checks were ac- 


epted by the hoard of directors of the 
EBooiation and immediately the news- 
tapers were given the information, and 


L was scattered broadcast that these 
wo companies had put up their checks, 
when in reality it was a farce and done 
pparently for the purpose of securing 
ontractsfrom the growers. 
On tbe recorrls of the meeting of Au- 
ust 3d is the following: "The. directors 
fill meet prices that may he made out- 
ide of the combination," and this waa 
one by tbe board last Monday, and we 
resume the reason that it was not in- 
luded in the report was owing to the 
act that on August 14th a resolution 
was passed that nothing be given to the 
lublic by the secretary or any member 
f the board except by the consent of 
he majority. On August 15th prices

From the in- 
formation we have gathered we are sure 
that the reduction waa made for the 
purpose of covering up previous sales 
that had been made either at cut prices 
of ? 1.25 for layers, which would be a re- 
duction of 10 cents a box, or which had 
been made at blank prices; and when 
tl'esc packers found the outside packer 
were quoting layers at $1.25, and as they 
had sold and guaranteed against their 
prices, they would be forced to pell their 
goods at $1.25, they made up their minds 
that they would force the association to 
reduce the selling price. The writer 
saw a letter from a point in Texas 
dated September 2 and writen to B 
wholesale house, stating that they had 
positive information that the combina- 
tion or association1 would lower prices 
September 5, which was eventually done 
at an adjourned meeting on Septem- 
ber 10th. The question is: From whom 
did these parties get their information 
if there was not come pred'epoged plan 
to lower prices.

Con 
Hequently, we think this branding tha 
Mr. Hodgkin praises ao much, con 
ducted as itis, ia a mere farce, and kep 
up for the purpose of being able to de- 
duct the 30 cents a ton.
